Nevertheleſs, 
on the Lords day, he came with others 
to the Communion, and fat next to ' the 
Relator, who knowing his Diſorder the 
might before, was much troubled : but 
had no remedy ; Church-Diſcipline not 
being then ſo praiſed as ought to have 
been.

There 15 one Remarkable paſſage more, 
affirmed by him : For he faith, that in thew 
Travails they came to a place where was a 
great Wiewam ( 1.0. Indian Houſe ) at both 
ends was an Image ; here the Indians in the 
War time were wont to Powaw ( 1. Ce, 1nvo- 
cats the Devil) and ſo d1d they come down 
© Hatfield, one of the Images told them they 
thould deſtroy a 'Town ; the orher fad ts 
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half a Town. This god (faid that I»dias:) 
ſpeaks true, the other was not good, ke told 
them lies. No'doubt but others are capable 
of declaring many paſſages of Dwine* Pro- 
vidence no leſs worthy to be Recorded than 
theſe laſt recited ; but inaſmuch as they have 
not been brought to my hands, 71 proceed to 
another Relation. 


Very Memorable was the Providence of 
God towards Mr. Ephraim How of New-Ha- 
wen 1n New-England, who was for an whole 
twelve Moneth given up by his Friends as a 
dead Man, but God preſerved him ahve 1n a 
defolate 1/{ard where he had ſuffered Ship- 
wrack, and at laſt returned him home to his 
Family. | | 

The Hiſtory of this Providence might 
have been mentioned amongſt Sg ea-Delrve- 
rances, yet conſidering 1t. was not only 1o, I 
jhall here Record what himfelf ( being a god- 
ly man ) 1d relate of the Lords ' marvelous: 

1ſpenſations towards him, that ſo others 

might be incouraged to put their truſt n 
God, 1n the times of their greatelt traits and. 
a&rfhculnes. 

-..On the 25.of Auguſft, in the year 1696. 
the ſaid Skipper How with Is two eldeſt Sons 
let fail from New-Haver tor Boften na ſmall 


Ketch 
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Ketch, Burden 17 Tun or thereabout : Af- 
ter the Diſpatch of their Buſineſs there, they 
ſet Sail from thence for New-Haven agarnn, on 
the 10th of September following : but contra- 
ry Winds forced them back to Boſton, where 
the ſaid How was taken 1ll with a violent flux, 
which Diſtemper continued near a Moneth, 
many being at that time f{1ck of the ſame 
Diſeaſe, which proved mortal toſome. The 
merciful Providence of God having ſpared 
his life, and reſtored him to ſome meaſure of 
health; he again ſet Sail from Boſton, Octo» 
ber 10. By a fairWind they went forward 
ſo as to make Cape Cod; but ſuddenly the 
Weather became very Tempeſtuous, ſo as 
that they could not ſeize the Cape, but were 
forced off to Sea; where they were endan- 
gered 11 a ſmall Veſſel by very fearful Storms - 
and; outragious Winds and Seas. Alſo, his 
Eldeſt Son fell tick and died in about eleven 
dayes after they ſet out to Sea. He ' was no 
tooncr dead, but his other Son fell fick and. 
died too. This was a bitter Cup to the good 
Father. It 1snoted 1n 1Chron.7.22. that when 
the Sons of Ephraim were dead, Ephraim their 
Father mourned many dayes, and his Brethren 
came to comfort 112, This Ephraim when his. 
S613 were Dead his Friends on Shore knew 
it N0t, no7 £0uk they come to comfort him. 
- But 
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But when his Friends and Relations conld 
not, the Lord himſelf did : for they died at- 
ter ſo ſweet, gracious and comfortable a man- 
ner, as that Gow Father profeſſed he had joy 
in parting with them. Yet now their out- 
ward diſtreſs and danger was become greater, 
ſince the Skipper's two Sons were the only 
help he had in working the Veſſel. Not long 
after, another of the Company, wiz. Caleb 
Fones ( Son to Mr. William Foves one of the 
Worthy Magiſtrates in New-Hawven) fell fick 
and ded _ leaving the World with com- 
fortable imanifeſtations of trus Repentance 
towards God, and Faith in Jeſus Chriſt. Thus 
the one half of their Company was taken a- 
TRY none remaining but the Skipper him- 
felt, one Mr. Azgur, and a Boy. He him- 
felf was ſtillfickly, andin a very weak eſtate, 
yet was fain to ſtand at the Helm 36 hours, 
and 24 hours. at a time ;' in the mean time 
the boiſterous Sea overwhelming the ' Veſſel; 
fo as that if he had not been laſht faſt, he 
had certainly been waſhed over-board. In 
this Extremity, he was at a lols in his. own 
thoughts, whether they ihould perſiſt in ſtr 
ving for the/New-England Shore,. or bear 2- 
way for the Southern Iſlands. He propoſed 
that Queſtion ro Mr. Agar, they relolved 
that they would firſt ſeek ro God by Pp 
aDOour 
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about it, and then put this difficult caſe to an 
:fſue, by caſting a Lot. So they-did ; and the 
Lot fell on New-England, By that time n 
Moneth was cxired, they loſt the Rudder 
of their Veſſel, ſo thatnow they had nothing 
but God alone to rely npon. In this deplo- 
rable ſtate were they for a fortnight. The 
Skipper ( though infirm ( as has been expref- 
ſed) yet for - weeks together, was hardly 
- ever dry; nor had they the beneht of warm 
\. Food for more then thrice or thereabouts. 
Art the end of fix' weeks, 1n the Mormn 

betimes, the Veſſel was driven on the Taul- 
ings of a ledge of Rocks, where the Set 
broke violently; looking out they eſpied a 
diſmal Rocky Hand to the Leeward, uport 
which 1f the Providence of God had not by 
the Breakers given them timely warning, 
they had been daſhed in pieces. And thus 
extremity was the Lords opportunity to a 

my for their deliverance; they immediately 
et go an Anchor, and get out the Boat; and 
God made the Sea calm. The Boat proved 
leaky ; and being in the midſt of fears and 
amazements they took little out of the Veſ 
ſel. Atter they came aſhoar' they found 
themſelves in a rocky deſolate Iſland ( near 
Cape Sables) where was netther Man not 


Beaſt to be ſeen, fo that now they were i 
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extream danger of being ſtarved: to Death, 
Bur a Storm aroſe which beat violently upon 
the Veilel at Anchor, ſo as that it was Itaved 
112 P1eces; and a Cask of Powder was brought 
aſhore, ( receiving no damage by its being 
waſhed. in the Water) alſo a Barrel of Wine, 
and halt a Barrel of Molofles, together with 
-many things uſetul for a Tent to preſerve 
them from cold. This notwithſtanding,new 
-and great diſtreſſes attended' them. For 
though they had Powder and Shot, there 
were ſeldom any Fowls to be {een in that 
Dilmal and Delolate place, excepting a few 
Crows, Ravens and Gulls, Theie were fo few 
as that for the moſt part, the Skipper ſhot at 
one at a time. Many tmes halt of one of 
theſe Fowls with the Liquor made a Meal 
for three. Once they lived five dayes with- 
out any Suſtenance, at which ttme they 1d 
2;0t feel themſelves pinche with hunger as at 
other tumes ; the Lord 1n mercy taking away 
their appetites, when their Food did utterly 
fail them. Atter they had been about twelve 
Weeks in this muterable Iiland, Mr. How's 
dear Friend and Conſort Mr, Augur Died ; 
{otrat he had no living creature but the Lad 
efore mentioned to converſe with: And 

On April 2. 1677. that Lad Died allo, ſothart 
the Maſter was. now left alone upon the 
Op | Viand' 
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Hand, and continued ſo to be above a quar- 
ter of a year, not having any lving Soul to 
converſe with. In this time he ſaw ſeveral 
Fiſhing Veſlels Sailing by, © and ſome came 
nearer the If{land than that which at laſt tock 
him in ; but though he uſed what - means he 
could that they might be acquainted with his 
Diſtreſs, none came to him, being afraid : for 
they ſuppoſed him to be.one of thoſe HÞ:di- 
ans who were then in Hoſtility againſt the 
Engliſh. The good Man whuleſt he was in 
his Deſolate Eitae, kept many dayes of Faſt- 
ing and Prayer, wherein he did confeſs and 
bewail his S1ns, the leaſt. of which deſerved 
greater Evils than any 1n this World ever 
were or can be fubje& unto; and begged of 
God that he would find out a way = his 
Deliverance. At laſt 1t came into his mind, 
that he ought very ſolemnly to praiſe God 
( as well as pray unto him) for the great 
mercies and ſignal preſgrvations whuch he 
had thus far experienced. Accordingly' he 
{et apart a day for that end, ſpending the 
time 1n giving thanks to Godfor all themer- 
_ cies of: his Lite, ſo far as he could call them 
to mind, and 1n ſpecial for thoſe Divine Fa- 
vours which had been mingled with thus af 
Hictions; humbly blefling God for his 
WOns 
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wonderful goodnels in preſerving him alive 
by a Miracls of. Mercy. Immediately after 
thus, a Veſſel belonging to Salem in New-En- 
£/and_providentrally paſſing by that Ifland, 
Jent their Boar on ſhore, and took in Skipper

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| Thave ſeen a Manuſcript, wherein many 
memorable Paſſages of Divine Providence 
are Recorded. And this which I ſhall now 
mention amongſt others. 

About the Year 1638. A Ship fell foul 
upon the Rocks and Sands, called the Ram 
cadories, {ſixty Leagues diſtant from the Iſle of 
Providence. Ten of the floating Paſſengers 
got to a ſpot of Land, where having breathed 
awhule, and expe&ing to periſh by Famine, 
eight of them choſe rather to commit them- 
ihe: to the mercy of the waters ; two only 
ſtood upon the ſpot of Land, one whereof 
ſoon died, and was 1n the Sands buried by his 
now defolats Companion, This ſohtary 
Perſon in the midſt of the roaring Waters 
was encompaſſed with the goodneſs of Divine 
Providence. Within three daves God was 
pleaſed to ſend this fingle perſon ( who now 
alone, was Lord and Subje& in this his little 
Common-wealth ) good ſtore of Fowl, and 
to render them fo tame, that the forlorn man 
couldpick and chuſe where he liſt. Fiſh alſo 
were now and then caſt up within his reach, 
and ſomewhat that ſerved for Fewel, enkind- 
led by Flint to dreſs them. Thus lived that 
Inſulary Anchorite for about two years, till at 
laſt having eſpied a Dutch Yefſel, he held a rag 


of us Shut upon the top of a ſtick towards 
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them, which being come within view of, they 
uſed means to ary him off the Said-ſpot 
of Sand, and brought him to the Tſe of Pro- 
wvidence. The Man having 1n ſo long atime 
converſcd only with Heaven, lookt at firſt _ 
very ſtrangely, and was not able at firſt Con- _ 
ference promptly to ſpeak and anſwer. |

Here are who affirm that although ter- 

_ Tible Lightnings with Thunders have 
ever been frequent 1n this Land, yet none - 
were hurt thereby ( neither Man nor Beaſt ) 
for many years after the Eng/;ſh did firit ſettle 
in theic American Deſarts, But that of later 
years fatal and'feartul (laughters haye m that | 

way 
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way been made amongſt us, 1s moſt certain. 
And there are many who have 1n this reſpe&t 
been as Brands plucked out of the burning, 
when the Lord hath overthrown others as 
God/ overthrew Sodom and Gomorrah. Such 
ſolemn works of Providence ought not to be 
forgotten. TI ſhall now therefore proceed mn 
g1vIng an account of Remarkables relpe&ting 
Thunder and Lightning, fo far as I have re- 
ceived credible Information concerning them; 
The Particulars whereof are theſe whuch - 
follow : | 
In Fuly 1654. A Mah whoſe Name was 
Partridge ( eſteemed a very godly perſon ) at 
Salisbury 11 New-England was killed with 
Thunder and Lightning, his Houſe being 
firſt ſet on fire thereby, and himſelf with o- 
thers endeavouring the quenching of it, by a 
ſecond crack of Thunder with Lightning (he 
being at the door of his Houſe ) was ſtruck 
dead, and. never ſpake more. There were 
ten other perſons allo that were ſtruck and 
lay for dead at the preſent, but they all re- 
vived, excepting Partridge. Some that view- 
ed him, report that there were holes (hke 
{uch as are made with ſhot) found in his 
Clothes, and Skin. One hide of his Shirt and 
Body was {ſcorchec, and not the other. His 
Houle, though ( as was ſaid ) 1{ct on fire 4 
| The 
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the Lightning in divers places, was not burnt 
down, but preſerved by an abundance of 
Rain falling upon it. 

Tuly 31. 1658. There hapned a Storm of | 
Thunder and Lightning with Rain, in the | 
Town of Marſhfield in Plimourh Colony in 
New-England : Mr. Nathaneel Thomas, FN 
Philips, and another belonging to that Town, 
being in the Field, as - perceived the 
Storm a coming, betook_ethemſelves to. the - 
next Houſe for Shelter : Fob» Philips ſat down 
near the Chimney, his Face towards the inner 
Door. Ablack Cloud flying very low, out 

' of it there came a great Ball of Faire, with a 
terrible crack of de: - the Fire-ball fell 
down juſt before the ſaid Philips, he ſeemed 
to give a ſtart on his Seat, and fo fell back- , 
ward, being ſtruck dead, not the leaft motr- 
on of hfe appearing in him afterwards. Cap- 
tain Thomas who fat directly oppoſite to Fehr: 
Philips, about fix foot diſtance from hin, and 
a young Child that was then within three 
foot of him, through the Providence of God 
received no hurt, Yet many Bricks in the 

_ Chimney were beaten down, the principal 
Rafters ſplit, the Battens next the Chimney 
in the Chamber were broken, one of the | 
main Poſts of the Houſg uno which the | 

Summer | 
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Summer was framed rent into ſhivers, and a 

reat part of 1t was carried ſeveral Rod from 
te Houſe, the Door before Philips, where 
the fire came down, was broken. _ 

On the 28 of April A. D. 1664. A Com- 
pany of the Neighbours being met together 
at the Houſe of Henry Condl:ff in North-Ham- 
pron in New-England, to ſpend a few hours 1n 
Chriſtan Conferences, and 1n Prayer ; there 
hapned a Storm of Thunder and Rain ; and 
as the good Man of the Houſe was at Prayer, 
there came a Ball of Lightning 1n art the 
roof of the Houſe which ſet the Thatch on 
fire, grated on the Timber, pierced through 
the Chamber-tloor, no bowl being made on 
the Boards ; only one of the jouyces ſome- 
what raſed; Matthew Cole ( who was. Son in 
Law to the ſaid Condliff)) was ſtruck ſtone 
dead as he was leaning over a Table, and 
joyning with the reſt in Prayer. He 41d not 
ſtir nor groan after he was {nutten, but con- 
tinued ſtanding as before, bearing upon the 
Table. There was no viſible 1mpreflion on 
his body or clothes, only the ſole of one of his 
Shoes was rent from the upper Leather. 
There were about twelve perſons 1n the 
Room; none elle received any harm, only- 
one Woman ( who is ſtill living ) wasſtruck 
upon the Head, whuch occafioned ſome deat-

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neſs ever ſince. The Fire on the Houſe was. 


quenched by the ſeaſonable help of Neigh- 


ws. 
Fuly 15. 1665. There were terrible cracks 


of Thunder. An Houſe in Boſton was | 


Rruck by it, and the Diſhes therein melted 
as they ſtood on the Shelves, but no other 
hurt done in the Town. Only Captain 
Davenport ( a Worthy Man, and one that had 
in the Pequor War, ventured his life, and did 
| amy ſervice for the Countrey ) then ref1- 

ing 1n the Caſtle where he commanded: 


having that day wrought himſelf weary, and | 


thinking to refreſh himſelf with ſleep, was 
Killed with Lightning, as he lay upon 4 Bed 
aſleep. Several of the Souldiers in the 
Caſtle were ſtruck at the ſame time ; but 
God ſpared their hves. It has been an old 
Opinior! mentioned by Plurarch ( ſympoſe lib. 


4+ 9.2.) that Men aſleep are never inutten 


with Lightning ; to conhrm which 1t has 
been alledged, that one lying afleep, the 
Lightning melted the Money in his - Purſe 
without doing him any further harm: And 
that a Cradle, wherein a Child lay fleeping, 
was broken with the Lightning, and the 
Child not hurt; And that the Arrows of 
King Mithridates being near his Bed, were 
Þurnt with Lightnwe, and yet hunſelt being

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aſleep received no hurt; but as much of all 
this, may be affirmed of perſons awake. And 


this fad Example (Trifte jaces lucis evitan- 


dumane Bidemtal) of Ca_ Dawenport, 
whom the Lightning found and left afleep, 

does coafute the vulgar error mentioned. 
And no doubt but that many the like Inſtan- 


ces to this have been known in the World, 


the Records whereof we have not. But 
I proceed : 


Tune 23, 1666. In Marſbfeld, another 
diſmal Storm of Rain with Thunder and 
Lightning hapned. There were then 1n the 
houſe of Fohn Philips ( he was Father of that 
Tobn Philips who was ſlain by Lightning 1n 
the year 1658.) fourteen perſons ; the Wo-. 
man of the houſe calling earneſtly to ſhut 
the Door, that was no ſooner done, but an 
aſtoniſhing Thunder-clapfell upon the houſe 
rent the Chimney, and fplit the Door. All 
in the houſe were ſtruck. One of them 
(who 1s ſhill living ) faith, that when he 
came to himſelf, he ſaw the houſe full of 
Smoke, and perceived a grievous ſmell of 
Brimſtone, and Naw the hre ly ſcattered; 
though whether;that fire came from Heaven 
or was violently hurled oug of the Hearth, he 
Can g1ve no account, At frit he my 
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all the people preſent, except himſelf, had 
been killed. But it pleaſed God to revive 
moſt of them. Only three of them were 
mortally wounded with Heavens Arrows, | 
viz, the Wits of Fobn Philips, and another | 
of his Sons a young Man about . twenty | 
years old, and William Shertly, who had a 
Child'in tis Arms, that received no hurt by 
. the Lightning when himſelf was (lain. This 
Shertly was at that time a f{ojourner in Fohns 
Philips his houſe; having becn a little before 
burntout of his own houſe. The Wite of 
this Shertly was with Child and near her full | 
time, and ſtruck down for dead at prefent, 
but God recovered her, {o that the received 
no hurt, neither by fright nor ſtroke. Two 
little Children ſiting upon the edge of a Ta- 
ble, had their lives preſerved, though a Dog 
which lay behind them under the Table was 
Killed. TS | 
In-the ſame year ( in the latter end of 
May )Samuel Ruggles of Rocksborough 1 New- 
England, going with a Joaden Cart, was 
ſtruck with Lightning. He did not hear the 
The clap, fot was by the force of the | 
Lightning e're he was aware, carried over his 
Cattle about ten foot diſtance from them. | 
Attempting to riſe up he found that he was | 
"ot ab1: to ſtand upon his right Leg, for hs | 
11ght | 
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right foot was become lumber, and would 
bend any way, feeling as 1f 1t had no bone 1n 
it, nevertheleſs, he made a fſhifc with the uſe 
of one leg to get to his Cattle ( being an 
Horſe and two Oxen ) whuch were all killed 
by the Lightning. He endeavoured to take _ 
off the Yoak from the neck of one of the + 

Oxen, but then he perceived that his thumb 
and two fingers in one hand were ar 
that he could not ſtir them ; they looked h!re 
cold clay, the blood clear gone out of that 


© of his hand. But by rubbing his woun- 


ed leg and hand, blood and life came into 
them again. As he came home po jr? 
« of 


his Stocking, he found that on the inf1 

his right Leg (which ſmarted much ) che 
hair was quite burnt off, and it looked red. 
Juſt over his Ankle his Stocking was ſinged 
on the inſide, but not on the outſide, and 
there were near upon twenty marks about as 


| bigas pins heads, which the Lightning had 


lefr thereon. Likewile the Shoe on his left 
foor, was by the Lightning ſtruck off his 
foot, and carried above two Rods from him. 


Oa the upper leather at che heel of the Shoe, 


there were hve holes burnt through it, bigger 
than thoſe which are made with Duck Shot. 
As for the Beaſts that were ſlain, the hair 
upon their Skins waslinged, ſo thatene might

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perceive that the enang, had run winding 


and turning ſtrangely upon their bodies, lea- | 
ving intle marks no bigger then Corns of 
Gun-powder behind iu. There was 1n the |

Bur 
to 1magine that Spirits ſhall really generate 
Bodies, 15 irrational: I am notggnorant, that 
that there have been Men 1n the World (more 
than one or two ) pretended to be thus 
begotten and born. Thus doth Nzderius af- 
firm concerning all the old Inhabitants ofthe 
Ifle of Cyprus. The hke has been reported 
concerning Ar&urus, and concerning our 
Britiſh Merlin. Yea, the Gentiles beheved that 
Homer, A neas, Hercules, and others were be- 
gotten by Demons ; whom thereupon they 
eſteemed as Semider. And Olympias the Mo- 
ther of Alexander the Grear, ſuppoſed her 
ſelf to be with Child by Fapiter Hammon. 
When her Husband King Philip of Macedon 
was abſent from her, Ne&anebus ( an E- 


£7Pien Prince and a great Aagician ) ſent | 


r word that Fupiter would embrace her,and 


that he would come to her ſuch a night in ' 


the form of a Dragon ; .at the time appoin- 
ted Ne&anebus himfelf by his Magical impo- 


ſtures made Olympias beheve that a Dragon | 
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which the deluded Queen thought. Zupiter 
had done. Idoubt not but that. Merlin and 
_ others imagined to come 1nto the World not 
in the uſual way, were the Sons of Demons 
juſt as Alexander was. It has been a received, 
maxim, that though the. Devil may by his 
Art produce Inſects and Vermun ( to the ge- 
neration whereof a ſeminal vertue 15s not al- 
wayes neceſlary ) yet he cannot bring forth 
a perfect animal. How then 1s it confiſtent 
with reaſon, that he ſhould produce a reaf 
Man, who is of all 4nimals the moſt perfect, 
and noble? Tr 1s alſo extreamly Fabulous, 
that Witches can transform themſelves or o- 
thers nto another ſort of Creatures, e. g. in- 
to Horſes, Wolves, Cats, Mice, &c. Carmini= 
' bus Circe ſocios mutavit Ulyſſis. A blind Hea- 
themiſh phanfie : And yet Stories of this 
nature have been generally believed; and F 
| have. not without wonderment. ſeen' grave 
Authors , relating them, as if the things: had 
been really ſo. But it is beyond the power. 
| of all the Devils in HelFco cauſe ſuchatranſe 
| formation ; they can no more do it than they: 


| can be the Authors of a true Miracle ( ſee + 


Horſtius Inſt. Med. Diip. 3. Exercit. 9. Queſtg.) 
| Though I deny not but that the Devil- may 
| fo unpoſy upon the imagingtion of Witch

muted into Beaſts. Sennertus (in Pra. | 


AMed.L.6. Part 9g. Cap. 5. ) reports that a No- 
ble Perſon, and one worthy of credit, gave 
him. an account of a ſtrange paſſage to this 
purpoſe, which himſelf was particularly ac- 
quainted with.

It muſt moreover; be ſadly confeſſed, that 
many innocent perſons have. been put ta 
death under the notion of Wateh-craft, where- 
by much 1hnocent blood hath -been ſhgd. 
Eſpecially it hath been ſo in Poprſh tunes and 
places. Superſtitious and Magical wayes of 
trviing Witches have been a bloody cauſe 
of thoſe Murders: Sometumes Per» 
ſons have been tried for Witch-craft by 
hot, ſometimes by cold © water (.of which 
more in the eighth Chapter of ths Eflay Þ 
ſometimes by pricking them ; ſometimes by 
ſticking Awls under their Seats, ſometimes 
by their ability, or otherwite to repeat the 
Lords Prayer.

The 
Titles whereof, as alſo the Names of the An- 
tnors that have publiſhed them, I defignedly 
forbear to mention, leſt haply any one into 
whoſe hands this Diſcourſe may come,ſhould 
out of wicTed curiofity ſeek. after them to 
the rune of his ſoul. There are famous Hi- 
ries of ſeveral; who had 'their Paredri or 
Famuliar Spirits, ſome 1n one likeneſs, ſome in 
anothe# conſtantly attending them. Thus 
had Apollonius Thyanzus of old. And' of 
later times Mich. Scot, and Foſephus Niger. 
Likewiſe Cardanus ( de. ſubtilitate, Lib. 19. P.

In a word, it is a thing 
known, that there have beermMen- who 
would diſcourſe in Languages, and reaſon ne- 
tably about Sciences which chey never learns 
ed ; who have revealed Secrets, diſcovered 
hidden Treaſures, told whither ſtolen Goods 
have been conveyed, and by whom; and that 
have cauſed Bruit Creatures, nay Statues or 
Images to ſpeak, and give rational Anſwers.

- Bat a few weeks before the time 1n- 
dented with the Devil was fulfilled ; inex- 
prefiible horror of Conlience ſurprized hon.

He would ſometimes, with hndeous 
roarings tell thoſe that came to viſit him,that 
now he knew that there was a God and a 
Devil, and an Heaven, and an Hell. So did 
he die a nuſerable ſpectacle of the righteous 
and fearful judgement of God. And every 
Age does produce new Examples of thofe 
that have by their own confeſſion made the 
like curſed Covenants with the Prince of

Worthy Dr. Owes's late excellent Diſcourſe 
about the work of the Spirit in Prayer ( Page 
202.) where he has theſe words: We find 
by experience that ſome have had their Imaginas 
tions ſo fixed on things evil” and noxious by ſatas 
nical Deluſions, that they have confeſſed againſt 
themſelves things and crimes that "have rendred 
them obnoxious to Capital Puniſhment, whereof 
they 2vere never really and atually guilty. 
This notwithſtanding, that Perlons whoſe 
© Judgement and Reaſon has been free from 

diſturbance by any, Diſeaſe, ſhould not only 
voluntarily acknowledge their being in cut 
ſed Famularities with Satan, biit menoton-the 
particular circumſtances of thoſe Tranla&y- 
ons, and give ocular demonſtration of the 
truth of what they ſay, by dilcovering the 
Stigmata made upon their bodies, by the De- 
vils hand : and that when more than one/&r 
two have been examuned apart, they ſhould 
agree inthe circumſtances of their Relations, 
and yet that all this ſhould bethe meer effect 
of Melancholly or Phrenhe, cannot without 
offering violence to Reaſon and common 


Senlg be uhagined, And as there are Weeks

Sometimes providence per- 
muts the Devil himfelt ( without the uſe of In- 
ftruments ) to moleſt the houſes of ſome as 
a puniſhment for fin committed. Molt com- 
monly either for the {fin of Murder. Plutarch 
writes that the Houſe of Puſanias was haun- 
ted by an evil ſpirit after he had Murdered 
his Wife. Many like Inſtances have been 
reported and recorded by crediÞBle Authors, 
-Or elſe for the fin of Theft. As for Walt 
the Quaker of Porr/mouth, whoſe Houſe has 
been to ſtrangely troubled, he ſ{uſpedts that 
one of his Neighbours has cauſed it by witch- 
craft, ihe (being a Widow-woman ) chargeth 


him with injuſtice in detaining ſome Land 


from her. It is none of my work to reflet 
-upon the Man, nor will I do it ; only if there 
be any late or old guilt upon kis Conſcience 
It concerns hin by Conteflion and Repen- 
tance to give Glory to that God, who 15 able 
in ſtrange wayes to diſcover the fins of Men.

Yea, the Holy Scriptures intimate, that 
fach diabolical practices were uſed by ſome in 
the dayes of old, Thoſe words of David, 
P/al.58.4,5. unply no leſs, as our Excellent 
Rainold has with great Learning and Judge 
ment evinced, It muſt be acknowledged 
that the notion which many have from 4«- 
fin taken up, as1f Serpents to avoid the p6-

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means. Not only profeſſed Heathen but Pa- 
piſts, have by TRng certain Verſes, birt 
wont to cure other Diſeaſes. Yea they have 

raiſed to free perſons from the Epilep/te ; 
þ mentioning the Names of the threeKings 
of Colon ( as the wife Men which came from 
the Eaſt, are uſually called ) Hence are thoſe 
celebrated Verſes:

Tt is too well known, that Poprſh Coun« 
tries do {till abound with ſuch Superſtitious

like thoſe of the Heathen as Milk 1s hke to 
Milk,or as one Egg 1s like to another.

A Man 1n Beſt on gaVe tO ONE Aa Sealed 
Paper, as an effeftual remedy againſt the 
Tooth-ach, wherein were drawn {cveral con- 
fuled Characters, and theſe words written, 
IN Nomime Patris Filii, & Spiritus Sandti, 
Preſerve thy Servant, ſuch an one, (Bodinus and 
others write of a convicted Witch, whoſe 
Name was Parbary Dore, that confeſſed ſhe 
had often cured Diſeaſes, by ufing the hke 
words' unto thoſe mentioned.) Not long 
fiince a Man left with another in this Town, 
as a rare ſecret a Cure for the Ague, which 
was this, five Letters, vis, #» #2 &c. were to 
be written ſucceflively on pieces of Bread and 
given to the Patient, on one piece he muſt 
write the word Kalendant, and ſo on another 
tie next day, and 1n five dayes (1f he did be- 
eve) he ſhould not fail of cure.

Indeed the iweet- 
neſs and dehghtfulneſs of Muſick has a na- 
tural] power to lenifie Melancholly paſſions, 
"They ſay that Pyrhagoras by Muſick reſtored 
a Frantick Man to his Wits agein, Thus was 
Saul's pentive Spirit refreſhed by Dawid's plea 
Jant Harp, and when he was refreſhed and 
well, the Evil Spirit which took advantage of 
ys former penfiveneſs, upon his alacrity de- 
parted from him. So that 1t remains ſtall a 
truth, that corporeal things have no dire 
Phyſical influence upon Infernal Spirits, and 
that therefore for men to think that they 
ſhall drive away Demons by any ſuch means 
1s folly and Superſtition. I ſhall add no mote 
an Anſwer to the firſt .2uzre propoſed. 
A ſecond Caſe, which we ſhall here take 
occaſion to enquire into, 1s, Whether it be law 
ful for - Bewitched Perſons to draw blocd from 
#hoſe whom they ſuſpett for Witches, or to put 
Urin into a Bottle, or to nail an Horſe-ſhoe at their

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Anſ. There are ſeveral great Authors who + 
have diſcovered and declared the evyl of all 
ſuch practices. In ſpecial Voertius, Sennerins, 
and our Perkins diſapprove thereof. There 
15 another Queſtzon nuch what of the ſame 
nature with this, viz. Whether a Bewitched 
perſon may lawtully cauſe any of the Devils 
Symbols to be removed 1n order to gaining 
Health 2 As ſuppoſe an Image of Wax 1n 
which Needles are fixed, whereby the Devil 
doth at the inſtigation of ls Servants, tor- 
ment the diſeaſed perſon whether this being 
di{covered may be taken away, that ſo the 
Devils power of operation may ceaſe, and 
that the fick perſon may 1n that way obtain 
health again? The Affirmative of this 
Luxftion 18 ſtiffly maintained by Scetus, Caje- 
tan, Delrio, Malderus, and by Popiſh Authors 
generally. Yet amongſt them Heſſelius, 
Eftius, and Sanchez, hold the-Negative. And 
ſo do all our Proteſtant Writers, ſo far as I 
nave had occation to obſerve. And although . 
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1lome make light of ſuch practices, and others 
* undertake to juſtihe them, yet.1t cannot juſt- 


ly be denied bur that they are 1mpious follies. 

For 1. They that obtain Health 1n this 
way have 1t | Fea the Devil. 'The Witch 
cannot recover them, but by the Devils help. * : 
Hence as it 15 unlawful to catreat Witches & : 
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Heal bewitched perſons, becauſe they cannot 


'do this, but by Satan, fo is it very finful by 


ſcratching, or burnings, or detention of urin, 
e*c. to endeavour to conſtrain them to un- 
bewitch any; for this is to put them upon 
ſeeking to the Devil. The Witch does nei- 


ther inflict nor remove the diſeaſe, but by 
the affiftance of the Devil ; therefore either 
to defire or force thereunto, is to make uſe 
'of the Devils help. The perſon this reco- 
vered cannot ſay, The Lerd was ny Heal, 


but the Dewi! as my Healer. Ceitainly it 


' were better for a Man to remain lick all his 
 dayes, yca (as Chryſoftom ſpeaks ) he had ber- 
fer die than go tothe Devil fcr health. 


Hence 2. Men and Women have by ſuch 


practices as theſe mentioned, black commerce 
" and communion with the Devil. - They Go 
( though 1gnorantly ) concern and involve 


themſelves in that Covenant which the Devil 


' as made with his devoted and accurſed V al- 


fals. For, whereas it is pleaded, that 1f the 


' thing bewitched be thrown into the fire, or 
the Urin of the fick ſtopped in a Bottle, or 
" an Horſe-ſhoe nailed before the door, then 
© by vertue of the compact which 15 between 
' the Devil and his Witches, their pover of

The Excellent Sex- 
zertus argueth ſolidly, in ſaving, they rhat force 
another to do that hich he cannot poſſebly do, but 
by wvertue of a compact with the Devil, have 
themſelves implicitly communion with the Dia- 
bolical Covenant. And lo 1s the calc here. 
Who was this Art of unbewitching Pertons m 
ſuch a way frit learned of? If due enquiry 
be made, 1t will be found that Magicians and 
Devils were the firſt diſcoverers. Porphyris 
ſaith, it was by the revelation of the Damons 
themſelves that Men came to know by what 
things they would be reſtrained from, and 


conſtrained to this Or that: Eunjeb. prap.Evan. 
Ls. C. 7. Dr. Willet in Ex.7. Queſt. 9; Toule 


any Ceremonies invented by Satan, to attain 
a ſupernatural end, implies too great a con- 
cernment with him. Yea, ſuch perſons do 
honour and worſhip the Devil by hoping 1n 
his Salvation. They uſe means to obtaify 
Health which 15 not natural, nor was ever 
appointed by God, but 1s wholly of the De- 
vils Inftitutton ; which he 1s much pleaſed 
with, as being highly honoured thereby. Nay 
ſuch practices do imply an invocation of the 
Devil io: relicf, and a pleading with himthe 
Covenant which he hath made with the 


Witch, and azdeclaration of confidence that 


:the Father Of Lies will be as good as his 


word.

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word. For the nefandous Language of ſuch 
a practice, 1s this : © Thou O Bevil, haſt 
** made a Covenant with ach in one, tht 
*if ſuch a Ceremony be uſed, thou wilt then 
* ceaſeto torment a poor greatu:e thatis now 
* afflicted by thee. We have uſed that Ce- 
* remony, and therefore now O Satan we 
* expect that thou thouldeſt be as good as thy 
* word which thou haſt covenanted with 
** that Servant of thine, and ceaſe torment- 
* 1ng the Creature that has been ſo aftiited 
* by thee. Should Menin words ſpeak thus, 
What horrid Impiety were it; therefore to

3. Let ſuch practitioners think the beſt of 
themſelves, they are too near a Kin to thoſe 
creatures who commonly paſs under the 
name of white Witches, They that do hurt 
to others by the Devils help, are called 4/ack 
Witches ; but there are a fort of perſons in 
the World, that will neverhurt any, but only 
by the power of the Infernal Spirits they 
will un-bewitch thoſe that ſeek unto them 
for relief: I know that by Conſt antius his \ 
Law, black Witches were to be pnniſhed, 
and white ones indulged : But M. Perkizs 
Saith, that rhe good Hitch is @ mors horrible

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and deteftable Monſter than the bad one. Bas 


laam was a black Witch, and Smmm Magus a 
white one. Thus later did more hurt . by his 
Cares, than the former by his Curies. How 
p<rio:s that ſhall unbewitch others by put- 
ting U,in into a Bottle, or by caſting Excre- 
nencs into the fre, or naihng of Horle-ſhoes 
ac Mens doors, can wholly clear themſcives 
f:om being winte Witches,*l am not ablg co 
unde:itan1. | 
4. Innocent perſons have been extreamly 


wronged by fuch Diabolcal tricks. For 
lomcertunes ( as is manuie{t from the Relation *. 


of the Groton Maid, mentioned in the fifch 
Chapter of this Eflay ) the Devil does not 
only h:1mſelt inflict Difzaſcs upon Men, but 
repreſent the viſages of innocent perſons to 
the phanftes of the diſeaſed, making then 
beheve that they are tormented by then 


- When only himielf doesic. And in caſe they 


tollow the: Devils direction, by obſerving the 
Ceremonies which he has invented, hee] 
atth:t their Bodies no more. So does bs 
malice bring the perſons accuſed by him 
( chaugh never {o innocent) into great ſu- 
{p1c10n. And he will ceale afflicting the bo- 
dy of one, 1m cate he mayruin the credit. of 
another, and withfl endanger the Souls of 
paols that hearken to him, Jt the Devil 
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upon ſcratchings, or burnings, or ſtoppings 
of Urin, or the nailing og an Horſe-thoe, 
ec. 1hall ceaſe to afict the body of any, he 
does this either as being compelled thereto, gr 
voluntarily. To wagine that ſuch things 
ſhall conſtrain the Evil Spirit to ceaſe aftlic- 
ing, whether he will or no, 1s againit all rea- 
ſon. Bur if he does this voluntarily, then in- 
ſtead of hurting their bodies, he does a grea- | 
ter miſchief to Souls, <xfeor adage Sug. The | 
Devil heals the Body that he may wound the 
Soul. He will heal them with all his hear, 
provided that he may but thereby draw men 
to look unto him for help, inſtead of ſeeking 
unto Gad alone, in the uſe of his own means, 
and fo receive that honour ( the thing that he 
aſpires after ) whichis the Lords due. How 
gladly will that wicked Spirit heal one body 
upon condition that he may entangle many 
Souls with Superſtition. And if Men and 
Women ( eſpecially in places of light ) wall 
hearken to him, 1t 1s a r1ghteous thing with 
God to ſuffer 1t to be thus. It 15s paſt doubt 
that Satan, who has the power of death, Heb. 
2:14. has allo (by divine permiflion ) power 
to inflict, and conſequently to remove Dil- 
: eaſes from the bodies of men. In natural 
"Diſcaſcs he: has many tifnes a great operation, 
.andis willing to have them cured rather uy 
ng 
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the uſe of Superſtious then of natural means. 


It15 noted 1n thef Germanic Ephemeris forthe 


year 1675. that a Man troubled with a Fi- 
fula, which the Phylitians by all their Arc 
could no way relieve; a perſon that was e- 
ſtzemed a Wizard undertook to cure him ; 
and applving a Powder to the wound, with- 
in a few dayesthe fick party recovered. The 
powder was ſome of the aſhes of a certain 
Woman who had been burnt to death for a 


Witch. This was nor altogether fo hornd 


asthar which 15 by Authors wo;zthy of crecit 


- reported to come to paſs, inthe days of Pope 


Adrian V1. waen the Plague raging tm Rowe, 
a Magician ( whole Name was Demetrius 
Spartan ) cauſed itto be itayed by ſacnficing 
a Bull to the Devil. See P. Fovins Hiſtor. 
Lib.21. Such power hath the righteous God 
given unto Satan over the fintul Children of 
Men ; yeaduch a Ruler hath he ſet over 
them as a juſt puniſhment for all their wick- 
edneſs. His chief deſign 1s to 1mprove that 
power which by reaſon of fin he hath ob- 
tained to {educeinto more fin. And the Ho- 
ly God to puniſh the World tor 1n1quity, 
ofren ſuffers the Enemy to obtain his de- 
ies this way. What itrange things have 
been done, and how have Dilcales been heal- 
ed by tne {1gn of the Croils many times ? By .

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which means Satans deften in adrancng 


ſtantolatry to the deſtrution of thouſands © 
Souls, has too ſucceſsfully taken place. And 
this 111quicy d1d he early and gradually ad. 
vance amongit Chriſtians. TI have not been 
able withour attoniſhment to read the paſſa 
ges related by Auſtin de civitate Dei Lib. 22, 
Cap. 8. He there ſpeaks of one Innocentia,

Nuts, &c. brought thither by infernal Spirits. 
- 'The Kaloirs relolyed to ule the common bn 
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-miedy in thoſe caſes, viz. to cut, the body in 
ſeveral parts, and to boyl it 1n Wine, as the 
approved means to diſlodge the evil Spirit, 
but his Friends intreated rather that the Sen- 
tence of Excommunication might be rever- 
ſed, which was granted. In the mean time 
Prayers, and Maſſes, and Offerings were 
preſented for the dead, and whilſt they were . 
nt yas g theſe Services, on a ſudden was 

heard a rumbling noiſe in the Coffin of the 
dead party. Which being opened, they 
found the body conſumed and diffolved into 
duſt, as if 1t had been Interred ſeven years. 
The hour and minute of this diffolution be- 
ing compared with the date of the Parriarchs 
releaſe when ſigned at Conſtantinople, was 
found exactly to agree with that moment. 
-If there be truth in this Relation, 'tis a dread- 
ful evidence of Satans Reigning amongſt 2 
Superſtitious. People, who nevertheleſs call 
themſelves Chriſtians; and that he does by 
ſuch meansas theſe keep them-under chains 
of darkneſs ſtill.

lo on for. {1x dayes until he came to the word 
Gebali-; 'and then on a ſudden his Servant 
was well again.

Hemingius writeth of a knaviſh 
Scholar, that a certain Woman repairing to | 
him for help, who was excedingly troubled 
with ſore eyes, promiſing hima good reward | 
for his cure, the Knave, though he had no 
$kill, yet for lucre ſake, he promiſed to effect 
the cure; and in order thereto taketh a 
piece of Paper, and maketh therein Chara- | 
ers, unto which he never ſaw the like be- ! 
fore, only then deviſed them, and writ&th. in 
great Letters theſe Abominable Words, 
Diabolus eruat tibioculcs, & foramina ftercoribus | 
impleat., (The Papiſts ſay that their Saint | 
Francis cauſed the Devil to depart out of a 
poſſeſſed perſon by uſing an alike bruitthh ex- 
preflion.) Hefolded up the Paper 1n a cloth, 
requiring the diſeaſed party to wear it about þ 
her neck, which ſhe did. and her diſeaſe was F 
healed.

Bodies of Witches have not loſt their natural 
Properties, they have weightin them as well 
as others. Moral changes and viceouſneſs 
of mind, make no alteration as to theſe nas 
tural proprieties which are inſeparable from 
| the body. Whereas {ome prerend that the 
Bodies of Witches are poſleſſed with the De- 
vil, and on that account are uncapable of 
finking under the water ; Malderas his reply 
1 rational, viz. that the Allegation has-no 
ſolidity in it, witneſs the Gadarens Hoggs, 
which were no ſooner poſlefied with the De- 
vil but they ran into the Water, and there 


periſhed. Bur if the experiment be ſuperna- 


tural, it muſt either be Divine or Diabolical. 
It is not divine; for the Scripture does no 
where appoint any ſuch courſe to be taken to 
nd out whether perſons are in league with 
the Devil or no. It remains then that the 
peruwone 15 Diabolical.

62.) reports, that they are. able by {1gns not 
only to figmifie their ſence in farnhar Que- 
ſtions, bur to recount Stories, and underſtand 
the Fables of the Turkiſh Religion, the Laws 
and Precepts of the Alcoran, the Name of 


Mahomet, and what elſe may be capable of _ | 


This Lans 
guage of the Mures is ſo much in faſhionin 
the Orroman Court, that almoſt every one 
can deliver his ſenſe in it. And that Deaf - 
perſons have been ſometimes able to write, 
and to underſtand what othersſay to them by 
the very motion of their Lips 1s moſt certain. 
Camerarius tells us of a young Man and 2a 
Maid then living at Noremberg, who though 
Deaf and Dumb, could Read and Write,and 
Cypher, and by the motion of a mans Laps, 


| knew his meaning. Platerus ſpeakethof one 


Deat and Dumb born, that yet could cu 
lus mind 1n a Table-book, and underſtood

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what others wrote therein, and was wont to 
attend upon the Miniſtry of Occolampadius, 
uinderftanding manyathings by the motion of 
the lips of the Proatine Mr. Clark in his 
Examples ( Ye.r. Chap. 33.) faith, that there 
avas a Woman 1n Edinburg in Scotland :( her 
Name was Gennet Lowes ) who being natu- 
rally Deaf and Dumb, could underſtand 
wwanat People ſaid meerly by the moving of 
their Lips: ' Te is famouſly known that Mr. 
Criſp of London, could do the like. Borellus 
giveth an' account of one that loſt his Hear- 
Ing by a violent Diſeaſe when he was five 
M old, yet 1t they did but whiſper to him, 

e could by ther Lips perceive what they 
aid. There is one now living ( or that not 
many years {1nce was fo ) in Szefia 1n whom 
that Diſeaſe of the Small Pox cauſed a total 
Deafneſs; who nevertheleſs, by exact obſer- 
ving the motion of Mens Lips, can under- 
ftand what they ſay; and if they do but 
Whiſper he perceives what they ſay better 
than 1f they vociterate never ſo loudly. He 
attends upon publick Sermons, being able to 
g1Ve an account of what 1s delivered, pro- 
vided he may but ſee the Preacher ſpeaking, 
though he cannot hear a word. It 1s confitent 
with reaſon that Mutes ſhould underſtand 
what others ſay by the motion of their Lips, 
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fince it is evident that the lips are of great 
uſe in framing Speech. Hence Fob calls"his 
ſpeech, the moving of his lips,*Chap.16. Yer.s, 
and we know that tonguelel(s perſons by the 
help of their lips and other Organs of ſpgech 
have been able to ſpeak. Ecclchaſtical frory 
informs us of ſeveral Confeffors of the truth; 
who after their Tongues were cut out by 
bloody Perſecutors could {till bear witneſs to 
the truth. Honerichius ( that crue] King of 
the Vandals ) cauſed the Tongues of many 
to be violently pluckrt cut of therr mouths 3 
Who after that could ſpeak as formerly: 
Only two of them when they became guilty: 
of the fin of Uncleanneſs were able-to tpeak 
no more; this has been atteſted by three cre- 
dible Witnefles who knew the'perſons't- See 
Mr. Baxter's Church Hiſtory, P.139. There 
i lately Publſhed (in Latin ) a veryſtrange 
Relation of' a Child in France ( his Name 
was Peter Durand) who being viited with 
the Small Pox when he was about fix'years 
old, his Tongue putrified, and was quite cone 
ſumed. After which (the Uzvz/ain his Month 
being longer than it was before ) he could 
by the help of the other Organs of Speech 
diſcourſe as plainly as if he had never loſt 
his Tongue. Theſe things *are marveilous, ' 
And yet I have lately mec with a paſlage

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more ſtrange than any of theſe” related. 
'There 15 (or was in the Year 1679. ) lwing 
near Kerchem 114 Germany, a Man ( his name

Having done ths, 
he began to ſpeak to the deat perſon (Cl not 
at his Ear, but ) at his Coronal ſuture; and 
there after the uſe of Un&tions and Emun- 
&ions the-found would pierce, when at his 
Ears 1t could not enter, fo did he by degrees 
teach him to ſpeak ( wide Ephem, German. 

35» ) But others have 
with good effec; followed another kind of 
method. There was a Spaniſh Noble Man 
( Brother to the Conſtable of Caſt#le) who 

being born Deaf and conſequently Dumb 
from his Infancy, Phyſitians had long 1n vain 
tried Experiments for his Reltef. At. laſt a 
certain Prieſt undertook to teach himto ſpeak. 
His attempt was at firſt laughed at, but with- 
in a while the Gentleman was able ( not- 
withſtanding his Deafneſs ſtill remained 
to converſe and diſcourſe with any Friend. 
he wastaughto ipeak by puttinga gord m_ 
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his Neck, and ſtraitning or loſening the 
ſame, to advertiſe hyn when to open or ſhat 
his Mouth, by the Example of his Teacher. 
Nor was there any difference found between 
his Speech and that of other Men, only that: 
he did not regulate his voice, ſpeaking com- 
monly too high ( vid. Conferences of L:riu- 
oft P.215 ;) Not long ftince Fran. Mercur. 
Helmont, defigning to teach a Deat man to 
ſpeak, concluded it would be more eafily pra- 
&icable 1t the experiment were made with an 
Eaſtern wide-mouthed Language,which does 
remarkably-expoſe to the Eye the motions of 
the Lips, Tongue and Throat. Accordig- 
ly he tried with the Hebrew Tongue ; & in a 
ſhort time his Dumb Schollar became an ex- 
cellent Hebrician. Others have lately been 
as ſucceſsful in their attempts to taule Deaf 
| perſons toſpeak and underſtand the European . 
Languages. We need not go out of our own 
Nation, for there we find living Inſtances. 
In the Philoſophical Tranſactions for the 
Year 1670. Numb.61. an account 1s given 
concerning Mr. Daniel Whaley of Nerth- Ham-- 
pton 1n England; who by an accident loſt his 

Hearing when he was about five years of 
age; and fo his Speech, not at once, but by 
degrees in about half a years time. In the 
Year 1661.

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Wallis of Oxford, undertook toteach the Deaf 
Gentleman to ſpeak and write. Nor did the 
Dotdtor fail 1n attaining his end. For 1n the 
ſpace of one year, the Dumb man had read 
over great partot the E7g/iſh Bible, and had 
attained ſo much skill as tro expreſs himſelf 
inte{lg1bly 1n ordinary aftairs, to underſtand 
Letters written to him, and to write Anſwers 
to them. And when Forre:gners out of cu 
riofity came to vitit him, he was able to pro- 
nounce the moſt difficult words of their Lan- 
guage ( even poliſh 1t ſelf ) which any could 
propoſe unto hw. Nor was this the only 

erfon on whom the Door ſhewed his'sk1ll, 
but he has fince done the hke for another 
(a Gentleman of a very good Family ) who. 
did from his Birth want his Hearing. Like- 
wile Dr. Helder 1n his late Book about the na- 
tural production of Letters, giveth Rules for

Atheromatis. Stones have been taken out of 
the Joyats of many Gouty perſons, ſome cold 
Impoithumes ariling in their joynts before. 
Sennerius,Platcorus, Bartholinus, Skenchius, and 
other learned Men have obſerved that Hu- 
mane Bodies are ſubje& to pptrification 1n 
every part ef them, and many notable Inſtan- 
ces to this purpoſe are mentioned 1n the Phi- 
lolophical 'Tranſactions at Londen ; and by 
the Curicfi in forreign Countries. © I preſume 
it will not be unacceptable unto ſuch as have 
not thoſe Books, for me to relate iome Ex- 
amples out of them to our preſent purpoſe.

A Woman that died by Nephrerick 
Pains, the Phyſitian found her, teft Kidney 
to be filled with large Stones, as for the right 
Kidney the ſubſtance of it was converted 
into a perfect Stone. In the ſame year there ' 
was an Ox near Padua, 1n Italy, which could 
by no means be made fat ; but was obſerved 
to be ſtrangely ſtupid, and to hold down his 
head after an unuſual manner; they that 
killed him, found that his Brains were petrt- 
fied, being as hard as Marble. The like hap- 
ned to another Ox 1n Swecza. Nor are Hu- 
mane Bodies wholly tree. from the like Perri- 
fication ; for Anatomiſts of good credit,affirnt 
that they have known ſeveral diflefed by 
them, whoſe Brains were 1n part petrified, 
Nay the heart it ſelf is not exempted fron 
this Miſery.

'That the Spirit which was before upon him! 
was a Spirit of Deluſion, but now the true: 
Spirit of God was come into him. It ac 
_ quainted him, thatthe Podtrineof the Train, 

ty. was true, and that God had an-Ele&. Peo-: 
Þle, and that thols whom the F ther Eleptedt 
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the Son hath Redeemed, and when Chriſt 
Redeemeth, the Holy Ghoſt Sandtrfieth; and 
told him that the Miniſter of che Town. 
would further inſtru& him about the truth 
of theſe things. Upon Thurſday morning 
about break of day, 1t fet Inm npon his knees 
as he was 1n bed, and bid him Farewel. The 
ſame day 1t came upon him 1n the field as he 
was going to, and coming from the Market, 
& prefled upon him to beheve that it was the 
good Spirit which he was acted with, which 
he {till doubted: of. One night that week a- 
mongſt many Arguments which 1t ufed to 
that purpoſe, 1t told him if he would not 
believe without a {1gn, He might have what 
fgn he would: Upon that Robert Chnrch-. 
man detired, if 1t was a good Spirit, that a 
W1er-Candleſtick which ſtood upon the 
Cup-board might be turned into Braſs, whicte | 
the Spirit ſa1d he would do. Preſently there 
was a very unſavoury {ſmell in the Room, like 
that of the ſnuff of a Candle newly put out 
but nothing elſe was done towards the fulfil- 
ling of the promiſe. Upon the Lords Day 
following, he then attending the publick 
Worſhip of God, it came upon him: Whens 
the Chapters were named, he turned tothemy 
1n his Bible, but was not able to read. When 
tho Plalm was Sun G, he could not pronounce 
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When the Miniſter 1n that place came to 
kim, and asked him how it was with him, he 
moved his head towards him, but was not 
able to ſpeak ; the Miniſter waited an hour 
or two in the Room, hoping that his Speech 
might have returned unto him, and that he 
might have gained from him ſome account of 


his condition. But finding no alteration, he 


defired thoſe who were preſent to joyn with 
him in Piayer. As they were Praying 
Churchman's flody was with much violence 
thrown out or Bed, and then with great ves- 
hemency he called ro the Miniſter Dr. Tem- 
plar to hold his tongue. When Prayer was 
done, his Tongue was bound as before, till at 
tait he broke out into theſe words : Thine is 
the King om, Thine is the Kingdom ; whach he 
Tepeated ( as was judged ) above an hundred 
times, Sometimes he was forced into ex- 
tream Laughter, ſometimes into Singing, hs 
hands were uſually wmployed in beating his 
Breaſt.

When Dr. Templar came to him, he gave 
a ſober account of all the paſlages. of the day 
before, having a diſtinct remembrance of 
what the Spirit forced him to do, and what 
was ſpoken to him by thoſe that ſtood by.

He told the Mini- 
ſter after he had done, that it bid him to de- 
nounce woe againſt him. It pleaſed God 
pon «continuance in prayer with him, atlaſt. 
to releaſe him of all his trouble, and fo far to 
make it advantagious to him and to his Wife,

Samuel 
Wilſcn) having cauſed his Dog to nuſchief 
his Neighbours Cattle, ws blamed for his ſo 
doing. He denied the fa&t with Impreca- 
tions, wiihing that he might never ſti from 
thar place if he had ſo done. - His Netghbour- 
being t:oubled at his denying the truth, re-

The Atheiſt thereupon uſed the Name of 
God in his Imprecations ; ſaying, He ſhed 
to God he might never ſtir out of that place, if 
he had dune that which he was charged with. 
The words were {carce out of his mouth be- 
fore he ſank down dead, and never ſtirred 
more ; a Son 1n Law of his ſtanding by and

which thus conſpicuouſly and fignally ap- 
peared ; put him aſhore\ at” Providence, and 
left him there. A Phyſitian being defired to 
undertake his Cure, hearing how Je came to 


bole his fight, refuſed to meddle with him. 
This account I lately received from credible 


Aa} perſons 
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—perſons, who knew andihave.gften ſeen the 
Man whom the Devil ( according to his ovn 
wicked wiſh) made blind, "i, the dread- 
ful and righteous judgement of God. 

Moreover, that worſe than bruitth fin of 
Drunkenneſs, hath been witneſſed againſt 
from Ficaven by ſevere and ſignal fudgments, 
1t was a ſign of the fearful Wrath of God, 
upon that notorious - Drunkard, at a place 
called Seatucket in Long-Iland ; who: as he 
was in Drink, fell into the Fire (the People 
in the Houſe then being 1n Bed my. Dus 
-and ſo continued for ſome confiderable time, 
until he received his Deaths wound. - At his 
Arſt awakening. he roared out Fire ! Fire . as 
If it had been one in Hell, to the great a- 
ſNonihhment of all that heard him. One in 
the Houſe flung a pail of Water on ham to 
quench his Clothes, but that added to his tor- 
"ment ; fo he continued yelling atter an-ht- 

 Keous,manner, Fire ! Fire! and within a. day 
ortwo died 1n great miſery, And fuk 
23:5 Drunkard died by fire, it 15 Remarkable 
that many of thoſe who haye loved drink, 

. Have died by water, and that at the very time 
when thew underſtandings > haye been 
drowned with Drink. It 1s an awful con{t- 
ration, that there have been at ſeveral -tumes 
aboys forty perſons 1 this;Land, whom death 
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hath found in that woful plight, ſo that their
